For Dibble Patients 


Plans for extensive victory gar- 
dens for Dibble hospital and the 
Army Rest Home at the Douglass

The young couple 
lived in Spokane, Montana and 
Idaho and in the last named state 
their three children were born, All 
these young people are married, Al- 
bert and his wife live in Hartford, 
Conn., Harold and his wife at Mof- 
fitt Field and Myra (Mrs. |. Fred 
Moss) and baby, Marilyn (Myra’s 
husband is overseas) live with Mrs. 
Kurtz.

drugstore in Carpenteria. In 
they came to Menlo Park where 
they purchased the Selzer 
store. 

After Mr. Kurtz’ death, his wife 
was elected city clerk of Menlo 
Park, a position which she held for 
16 years and to which she was elec- 
ted four times. At the expiration of 


her fourth term, Mrs. Kurtz retired 


to private life. Her last official du- 
ty was the swearing in of her suc- 
cessor, Mgs. Frank Becker.
